Nobusuke Kishi, 77, 

Prime Minister from 1957 
to 1960, is still in- 
fluential as a member of 
the House of Representa- 
tives . He was an adviser 
to his younger brother, 

Eisaku Sato, during the latter's 8-year term as 
Prime Minister (1964-72). After the setback of 
the ruling Liberal Democratic Party (LDP) in the 
July 1974 Upper House election, Kishi urged the 
early replacement of Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka 
by former Finance Minister Takeo Fukuda in an effort 
to improve the party fortunes . A fervent anti- 
Communist, Kishi has wholeheartedly supported 
Japan's alignment with the Free World, especially 
the United States, the Republic of Korea and the 
Republic of China. He has reluctantly supported 
Japanese efforts to normalfze relations with the 
People's Republic of China.
